Bill Hyder presented his talk, Legal Rebellion: Potent Symbols 
and Extreme Rhetoric: NSDAP Election Tokens. 


Following the 1923 failed attempt to overthrow the Weimar 
Republic through an armed coup, Adolf Hilter and the NSDAP 
regrouped and set out to win over the country through elections. 
Adolf Hitler and the swastika became the potent symbols 
appearing on election tokens prior to their electoral victories in 
1933. In addition to powerful election slogans— Freedom and 
Bread; Adolf Hitler, the Leader out of Necessity —NSDAP election 
tokens carried a simple message, vote for the NSDAP line on the 
ballot. The populace responded to the simple messages and ignored 
the more complex and violent electoral platform.
